might continually profit more and more in the know- 


ledge of Gop, and be the more inflamed with the 
love of his true religion.

But theſe many years paſſed, this godly and decent 


order of the ancient fathers hath been ſo altered, brok- 


en, and neglected, by . planting in uncertain ſtories, 
and legends 4, with multitudes of reſponds, verſes, 
yain repetitions, commemorations and ſynodals 8, 
that commonly when any book of the Bible was be- 
gun, after three or four a were read out, all the 
reſt were unread.

of them have been daily ſaid, and the reſt utterly 
omitted, Moreover, the number and hardneſs of the 
rules called the Pie ||, and the manifold changes of the 
ſervice was the cauſe, that to turn the book only was 
ſo hard and intricate a matter, that many times there 
was more buſineſs to find out what ſhould be read;

Theſe inconveniences therefore conſidered, here is 
ſet forth ſuch an order, whereby the ſame thall be re- 
dreſſed. And for a readineſs in this matter, here is 
drawn out a Calendar for that purpoſe, which is plain 
and eaſy to be underſtood ; wherein (ſo much as may 
be) the reading of the holy ſcripture is ſo ſet forth, 
that all things ſhall be done in order, without break - 
ing one piece from another.

Upon the Review of our Liturgy, ſeveral leſſons in 
the Calendar were changed for others which were 
thought more proper; and thus the reading of Chro- 
nicles is ſet aſide, as having been anticipated by the 
Books of Samuel and Kings. Other chapters are 
likewiſe omitted in the Hiſtorical Books of the Old 
Teſtament, either becauſe they are repititions, or con- 
tain genealogies, names of perſons or places, or ſome 
other matter leſs profitable to inſtruct the hearers. 
The Song of Solomon is wholly. omitted, becauſe it 
is not proper for a mixed congregation, if taken liter- 
ally, and few are capable of underſtanding it other- 
wiſe, ſo as to put a tollerable ſenſe upon it. Many 
chapters in Ezekiel are likewiſe paſſed over, on ac- 
cout of the myſtical expreſſions in which they are 
wrapped up. Why ſome other parts of Scripture 
were overlooked, does not ſo plainty appear, or why 
ſome ſtories of a legendary nature are appointed out 
of the Apocrypha; tho' ſome chapters from Eccleſiaſ- 
ticus and the Wiſdom of Solomon, which are very 
inſtructive, are properly enough introduced. 
We ſhall juſt hint to the Reader, that the former 
commencement of the year of our Lord, from the 25th 
day of March, ceaſed with the alteration of the Style; 
but the reaſons of that other alteration, whereby ele- 
ven days were funk in our computation, were admit- 
ted upon good conſiderations, and the old reckoning 
took place which had been introduced by Pope Gre- 
gory XIII. in 1582. Obſerving that eleven days had 
been added to the true time of the vernal equinox for 
celebrating Eaſter, accaſioned by nat calculating that 
feaſt from the full moon happening upon or next after 
the twenty- firſt of March, he reformed the Calendar, 
and brought back the vernal equinox to that time, ac- 
cording to the primitive uſuge. In like manner our 
Calendar was rectified in the year 1752, by an act of

EING by God's Ordinance, according to our juſt Title, Defender of the Faith, and ſupreme Gover. 
| nor of the Church, within theſe our „ e We hold it moſt agreeable to this our Kingly Office 
and our own religious Zeal, to conſerve and maintain the Church committed to our charge, in the unity of 
true Religion, and in the bond of Peace: and not to ſuffer unneceſſary Diſputations, Altercations, or Quel- 
tions to be raiſed, which may nouriſh Faction both in the Church and Commonwealth. We have therefore. 
upon mature deliberation, and with the advice of ſo many of our Biſhops as might conveniently be called 
together, thought fit to make this Declaration following 155 . 


That the Articles of the Church of England (which have been allowed and authoriſed heretofore, and 
which our Clergy have generally ſubſcribed unto) do contain the true Doctrine of the Church of England, 
agreeable to God's Word: which we do therefore ratify and confirm, requiring all our loving Subjects to 
continue in the uniform profeſſion thereof, and prohibiting the leaſt difference from the ſaid Articles, which 
to that end we command to be new printed, and this our Declaration to be publiſhed therewith. _ 


That we are ſupreme Governor of the Church of England: And that if any difference ariſe about the 
external policy concerning Injuctions, Canons, and other Conſtitutions whatſoever thereto belonging, the - 
Clergy in their Convocations is to order and ſettle them, having firſt obtained leave under our Broad Seal ſo 1 
to do, and we approving their faid Ordinances and Conſtitutions; provided that none be made contrary to 3 
the Laws and Cuſtoms of the Land. . | 5 
That out of our princely care, that the Churchmen may do the work which is proper unto them, the 
| Biſhops and Clergy from time to time, in Convocation, upon their humble Deſire, ſhall have Licence un- 
der our Broad Seal to deliberate of, and todo all ſuch things, as being made plain by them, and aſſented un- 
to by us, ſhall concern the ſettled continuance of the Doctrine and Diſcipline of the Church of England now 
eſtabliſhed ; from which we will not endure any varying or departing in the leaſt Degree. TO, 


That for the preſent, though ſome differences have been ill raiſed, yet we take comfort in this, that all 
Clergymen within our Realm, have always moft hs, #. ſubſcribed to the Articles eſtabliſhed ; which is 
an Argument to us, that they all agree in the true, uſual, literal meaning of the faid Articles, and that even 
in thoſe curious Points, in which the preſent Differences lie, Men of all forts take the Articles of the Church 
of England to be for them; which is an Argument again, that none of them intend any Deſertion of the 


Articles aſtabliſhed. 


That therefore in theſe both curious and unhappy Differences, which have for ſo many hundred years, in 
different times and places, exerciſed the Church of CHRIST, we will that all further curious Search be laid a- 
fide, and theſe Diſputes ſhut up in God's Promiſes, as they be generally ſet forth to us in the holy Scriptures, 
and the general meaning of the Articles of the Church of er according to them. And that no man here-

The firſt part then of a Communicant*s 
duty is ſelf-examination : A duty not on- 
ly enjoined by human authority, but 
likewiſe commanded by St. Paul. But 
Jet a man examine himſelſ, and ſo let him eat 
of that bread, and drink of that Cup. 1 Cor. 
xi. 28. Intimating that no man ſhould 
preſume to eat of that Bread, and drink. 
of that Cup, without a previous prepara- 
tion, if he mean to eſcape that ſame 
judgement or condemnation which theſe 
Corinthians brought upon themſelves for 
their irreverent, ſinful and diſorderly be- 
haviour at this Sacrament ; and this was

tion, is, That we may be accepted by 


God as worthy Communicants; that he 
(who knoweth the ſecrets of all our hearts, 
neither is there any creature that is not ma- 


mifeft in his fight, but all things are naked 


and open unto the eyes of him with whom 


we have to do, Jer. xvii. 10. Heb. iv. 13.) 
may approve of the fincerity of our re- 
pentance ; and the King, who comes in 
to view the gueſts, Matt. xxu. 11. may

count us worthy of his favour and coun- 
tenance. And how to attain fo great a 
blefling, theſe following inſtructions will

Firſt, We are directed to repent us truly 
of all our former fins. This is that prepa- 
ration which Chriſt himſelf re- Repentance. 
quires of us. Matt. iii. 2, 3. A duty, 
you know, which our ſinful lives make 
always neceflary for our conſideration, if 
ever we expect eternal happineſs hereaf- 
ter, Luke x11. 3. But more eſpecially 
the dignity of this Sacrament requires 
that it ſhould be inquired into with more 
than ordinary care and circumſpection, 
becauſe without ſincere repentance, we 
cannot expect any benefit or advantage 
from the death and paſhon of Chriſt, 
which in this Sacrament we commemo- 
rate, and have the merits of it conveyed 
to us by this facred memorial. Sup- 
poſing then that this 1s ſufficient to con- 
vince you of the neceſſity and importance 
of this duty, that upon it depends our

cation. It is the ſenſe and fight of fin that 


we are under to bleſs and praife God for 
our ſalvation by his Son Jeſus Chriſt. . Of 
ſuch great uſe and advantage is this duty 
of ſelf- examination, at all times, that 
Pythagoras in thoſe Golden Verſes which 
go under his name, particularly recom- 
mends the ſame to his ſcholars. Every 


to examine themſelves what good they had 
done, and wherein they had ran p e 
Run over theſe things, ſaid he, and if you 


rejoice.” This courſe, if daily followeg 

as is ſuggeſted by Hierocles, his excellent 
commentator, perfects the divine image 
on thoſe that uſe it. Plutarch, Epictetus 

Seneca, and the emperor Marcus Auto. 
ninus, agree in recommending the ſame 
practice by their own example; but eſpe. 
cially holy David; I thought on my ways, 
and turned my feet unto thy teſtimonies, 


| Pſalm cxix. 59. And this method, no 


doubt, is an admirable means to improve 
us in virtue, and the moſt effectual way to 


keep our conſciences awake, to make us 


ſtand in awe of ourſelves, and afraid to ſin, 
when we know beforehand that we muſt 
give ſo ſevere an account to ourſelves of 
every action. And when we are employ- 
ing our minds in this duty. of ſelf-exami- 
nation, before the Communion, or at any 
other time, we mult diſcharge it as im- 
partially as is poſſible for us, judging as 


ſeverely of our own actions, as we would 


otherwiſe we ſhall but flatter and deceive 
ourſelves in a matter of the greateſt 
weight and importance, namely, the 
knowing the ſtate and condition of our 
ſouls : But if -our. enquiries are juſt and 
true, we ſhall then plainly diſcover where- 
in, and how often we have gone aſtray and 
done amiſs. We ſhall, by the faithful 
diſcharge of this duty, bring to light 
all our ungodly, unjuſt, and unchari- 
table actions; all our vain and filthy 
„ ſpeeches ; all our wanton, proud and 
* covetous thoughts.” Such a ſtrict and 
impartial examination will diſcover to us 
that accurſed. thing, Sin, Deut. vi. 26. 
which has defiled our Nature, made God 
our enemy, and will exclude us the King- 
dom of Heaven if not repented of, 1 C/. 
vi. 9, 10. But by ſuch a ſevere ſcrutiny 
as this, we ſhall ſoon perceive the numbe! 
of our tranſgreſſions, what vile wretches 
and grievous offenders we are, how often 
we have broken our moſt ſerious vows and 


have done any evil, be troubled ; if good, Frefolutions, eſpecially after the receiving

neſs and diſtreſs: Such a fight, and ſuch a 
proſpe& of miſery as this, ſhould excite 
in us a hearty trouble and ſorrow for fin; 
eſpecially, 1f we caſt an eye upon the fi- 
nal iſſue and conſequences of it, with re- 
W ſpe to the world to come. ow the un- 
YH godly, faith holy David, God will rain 
ares, fire and brimflone, orm and tempeſt ; 
this ſhall be their portion to drink, Pſal. xi. 
7. Great plagues remain for the ungodly ; 
indignation and wrath, tribulation and an- 
gulſb, upon every ſoul of man that doeth evil, 
Rom. ii. 8, 9. The wicked ſball be turned 
into hell, and all the people that forget God. 
Theſe, and many other ſuch like Texts 
of Scripture, may give us ſome idea or 
notion of the deplorable condition of the 
WW wicked in a future ſtate, and of God's 
= hatred againſt fin. And is not this then, 
W without multiplying arguments, ſufficient 
to affect us with great grief and ſorrow, 
when we conſider that ſo long as we live 
in a vicious courſe, fo long are we expo- 
ſed to all thoſe plagues and torments 
which God hath in ſtore for wicked men, 
and will moſt certainly be their lot and 
portion, if not prevented by a timely re- 
pentance? J BY 
The Second Part of a true repentance 
is Contrition, or a ſorrowful be- 
wailing of our own ſinfulneſs 
in thought, word and deed. When we 
call to mind the Sins and Follies of our 
paſt Lives, and the Dangers we are like 
to fall into, ſurely we cannot be other- 
| wiſe affected, than ſenſibly grieved with 
the Thoughts and Apprehenſions of our 
preſent approaching miſery. The forrows 
of David, and the repentance of St. Peter, 
1 Sam. xli. Luke xxli. ſhewed themſelves 
mn Hoods of tears, and were too great to 
be confined within : but our hearts are 
generally ſo hard and unrelenting, that 
we fin againſt God, and Joſe our own 
ſouls without ſo much as a ſign or a tear.

1know that the tempers of people are 


different; ſome can ſhed tears upon every 
ſight occaſion ; and others cannot weep, 
though their hearts are ready to break for 


grief; and therefore we are not to judge 
of the ſincerity of our own or other peo- 


ple's repentance by ſuch ſigns and tokens; 
nor are tears always neceffary to repent- 


| ance, though they very well become us; 
and the leaſt we can do when we have 
done amiſs, is to be ſorry for it, and to 


condemn our folly, and to be full of in- 
dignation and diſpleaſure againſt our- 
ſelves. I will declare my iniquity, ſaith 
holy David, and be forry for my fin, Plalm 
XXxXViit. 18. Eſpecially if we have been 
very wicked, and have multiplied our 
tranſgreſſions, and have continued lon

number; then the meaſure of our for- 
row muſt bear ſome proportion to the 


degrees of our fins ; if they have been 
as Scarlet and Crimſon, Iſaiah i. 18. that

if not ſo great, we ought to thew fo 
much trouble and contrition of ſpirit, as 
to produce in us a penitential confeſſion 
of all our former {ins :

Which confeſſion of fins muſt not be in 
general terms only, that we are ſinners

Deed, with all their ſeveral aggravations, 
laying open our ſores to our heavenly 


phyſician ; and this we mult do, to ſhew 
that we condemn all our former evil and

impenitence renders even their prayers 
an ** abomination unto the Lord”.

down from heaven, their ſouls may be 
nouriſhed in all goodneſs, and new ſup.

So that the 
true conſequence of eating and drinking 
nuworthily, ſhould rather excite our care 
and diligence in this duty, than delude us 
with falſe reaſonings, to ſuch a negle& as 
will certainly increaſe our damnation ; it 
being certain that God will never caſt 
any man into eternal flames for ſtrivin 
to do his duty as well as he can. / ther: 
be fir/t a willing mind, ſaith the Apoſtle, i 
is accepted according to that a man hath, and 
not according to that he hath not, 2 Cor. viii, 
12. Neither ought we to think ſo un- 
worthily of the Son of God, who came 
into the world 1 ſave finners, that he 
would inſtitute this ordinance to be 2 
ſnare to entangle our ſouls with. It was 
not ordained for angels, or for glorified 
ſaints, but for humble and penitent ſin- 
ners, to bring them home to God; it be- 
ing a ſeal of their pardon, and refreſhing 
declaration of our heavenly Father's rea- 
dineſs to forgive the chiefeſt of ſinners 
for ſeſus's ſake ; who graciouſly calls up- 
on all who are wearzed and oppreſſed with 
the guilt and burden of their fins, to cont 
to him, and he will refreſh them, Matt, 
xi. 28. Chrift came not to call the righteous, 
but finners to repentance, Matt. 1x. 13. And 
conſequently ſuch as account themſelves 
moſt unworthy, are thoſe very perſons 
whom Chriſt doth here call and invite to 
this Sacrament, when deeply ſenſible of 
their unworthineſs. Were we not ſin— 
ners, were we not conceived and born it 
fin, we ſhould not need ſuch means and 
inſtruments of grace as ſacraments are; 
but „ being by nature born in fin, and 
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conſtant participation of this ſpiritual

such a temper and refolution of mind as 
We this, will, doubtleſs, render us worthy 

W partakers of theſe holy myſteries, and 
prevent us © eating and drinking dam- 
nation to ourſelves.” Nay, I further 
add, that any perſon thus diſpoſed or 
qualified, may come (if it ſhould be re- 
quired) at an hour's warning, as ſafely

vided we govern our affairs by chriſtian 


principles: For though ſuch men have 
not leiſure for ſuch actual preparation, 
yet they may have that habitual prepa-. 


ration, upon which the great ſtreſs ought 


to be laid in this matter: Nay, even the 
conſcientious diſcharge of a man's duty 
in his buſineſs, may be one of the beſt 

3 to recommend him to God; 
ince every man ſerves God when he fol- 
lows his calling with diligence, and ob- 
ſerves juſtice and honeſty in all his deal- 
ings; and conſequently, the great danger 
and temptation he is expoſed to through 
the multiplicity of buſineſs, the more 
need hath he of God's grace and aſſiſtance, 


which are abundantly communicated to 


us in this holy ordinance: So that men 


of buſineſs, if they have any ſerious 
thoughts of another world, ought more 


eſpecially to lay hold on ſuch opportuni- 
ties which ſecure the ſalvation of their 


ſouls; for as they who have leiſure ought 


to receive conſtantly, as the beſt improve- 
ment of their time; ſo they that are en- 
gaged in many worldly affairs, ought to 
come the oftener to the Holy Commu- 
nion, and learn how to ſanctify their em- 
ployments. But to proceed: . 
The other branch of a Communicant's 
duty is, to examine whe- 3 
ther he hath a lively faith 2 4 
in God's mercy thro' Chriſt. i 
Examine yourſeFves whether ye be in the 
Faith, 2 Cor. xii. 5. this Sacrament of 
the Lord's Supper being only appointed 
for ſuch believers as own their baptiſm, - 
and profeſs the Faith of Chriſt crucified, 
and underſtand the fundamental Articles 
of the chriſtian religion, contained in 
the Apoſtles Creed, and alſo the end 


and deſign of this Holy Inſtitution. 


The benefits of our Saviour's death and. 
paſſtion in this Sacrament are indeed free- 
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ly offered unto all, but only effectually 
to believers. As many as received him, 
to them gave he power to become the ſons of 
God, even to them that believe in his Name, 
John i. 12. And this is life eternal, that 
they might know thee, the only true God, 
and Jeſus Chrift whom thou haſt ſent, John 

xvii. All that Chriſt hath done and 

ſuffered for us men and our ſalvation, can 
never profit us unleſs we have faith to 
believe it: That which muſt render the 
benefits and bleſſings of the Goſpel ef- 
fectual to our ſalvation is our Faith in 

Chriſt, Verihy, I ſay unto you, ſaith our 
Saviour, he that heareth my words, and 
 believeth on him that ſent me, hath everlaſt- 
ing life, and ſhall not come into condemnation, 
but 1s paſſed from death unto life, John v. 
24. The antient churches accounted thoſe 
only faithful that had received the Lord's 
Supper; and the Germans allowed none 
to come unto their ſacrifices who had 
loſt their ſhields; nor does our own 
church allow that any of us ſhould come 
to this chriſtian ſacrifice without the 
thield of faith. Draw near with faith, 
« ſays the prieſt, and take this holy fa- 
“ crament to your comfort,” And this 
faith hath God's mercy, through Chriſt, 
for its object, as the fountain and found- 
ation of all thoſe anfinite bleflings and 
comforts which we gain by his manifeſ- 
tation in thefleſh; and if we enquire into 
the cauſe and reaſon of ſo much mercy 
and goodneſs to mankind, no other can be 
given, but the riches of his mercy, Epheſ. 
II. 4. And if we further inquire how this 
mercy became ours, the anſwer is plain, 
it was through Chriſt, by whom all the 
bleſſings of this life, and thoſe of a better, 
are purchaſed for us, and muſt be obtained 
through the merits and interceſſion of the 
holy Jeſus: by him we were redeemed, 
and according to the riches of his grace we 
Have obtained remiſſion of our fins, and thro 
Him at laft we ſhall be glorified.
